Newman Convention 
Hears 3 Addresses 



An awakcnins nf all Christian 
•tudents to the realization that 
the world is at present pHssins 
through a darlc hour in the history 
of man, wns ursed by various 
speal<crs at the National Conven- 
tion of the Canadian Federation of 
Newman Clubs that was held here 
over the wcci<-cnd. 

Some 75 delesBtes from 12 Cana- 
dian universities attended the 
three>day session, at which the 
theme was "The University Stu> 
dent and the Social Order." Three 
papers were delivered by R. W. 
Keyserlinfilc, John Goodspecd ot 
Queen's, and Bill Summers of Dal- 
housie. 

Mr. Keyserlinfilc declared that 
youth today needed a well defined 
social order which offered the best 
means of knowing and oblainins 
its end, otherwise society would be 
only a mass. He asserted that Cath- 
olicism offered a clear-cut answer 
for a well-defined social order. 

"It is wrong". Mr. Keyserlingk 
said, "or at least superficial, to 
appose Communism as a political 
IdcoIoRy or a social teachinfi. There 
is only one re.Tl and basic error in 
Communism ;ind that is its con- 
cept of m;in. At the s.imc time there 
is only one real and basic enemy 
of Communism and that is Christ- 
ian truth." 

All else, he said, was not real 
anti-communism but merely op- 
position for the same material 
ends. 

John Goodspecd maintained that 
too much rmph.isis was put now- 
adays on the material gain from 
work. He held that we must revive 



the Christian concept of the dignity 
of labor, and that the students of 
today must work for the improve- 
ment of the social order. Bill Sum- 
mers indiciited th;il the improve- 
ment of the social order should be 
the work of all students and that 
to attain this aim wc must have a 
deep knowicdsc and love of man. 
He held that members of all New- 
man Clubs had an opportunity to 
do this. 

Dr. G. N. Shu.stcr, President o£ 
Hunter CollcKC, at the Convention 
Banquet held Saturday night said 
that the so called "Iron curtain" 
was a misnommcr, that in reality it 
was a wall behind which lay dark- 
ness in the minds of men and com- 
plete desolation on which thrived 
the principles of totalitarianism. 

He maintained that the only way 
to combat this void was Jhrough 
knowledge and charity for all men. 
He said that in our time there was 
a deep hunger in man a hunger for 
the sublime, the lasting, the beauti- 
ful, not a hunger to be satisfied by 
material things. 

In the executive's report it was 
announced that the University of 
Manitoba had been officially re- 
ceived in the CFNC and that the 
entrance of St. Dunstan's College 
in Charlotletown into the Feder- 
ation will be ratified by the new 
executive. 

Elected for the coming year are 
John McDonough of the University 
of Toronto as President, Marguerite 
Byrnes of the University of Brit- 
ish Columbia as Vlcc-Prc.-idenl, 
and Alec Macrae of the Univcr.'ily 
of Manitoba as Treasurer. The con- 
vention next year, it was announ- 
ced, will be held In Winnipeg.

Objective of 
U of M Drive 

The subscription campaign of 
the University ot Montreal was of- 
ficially opened l3.st night as Church 
and lay dignitaries were the guests 
of the university, Broadcasts from 
the gathering explained the pur- 
pose of the campaign for which 
the objective has ibeen set to $11,- 
000,000. 

The public was told how this 
sum will be employed. At the cost 
of $4,000.000 a medical centre will 
be created while a hospital of 500 
beds will be located in the four 
right wings of the present univer- 
sity buildings, $1,750.000 will go to 
the creation of a pension fund for 
the teaching staff. Building a stu- 
dents' residence, with chapel, ath- 
letic centre and union, will call for 
$2,750,000 and the rest of the sum— 
$2,500,000— will be necessary to 
give all the buildins.» the most 
modern facilities, make a terraced 
campus in the mountain, and pos- 
sibly install escalators to replace 
the now ejflsting wooden stairs. 

The City of Montreal is voting 
$2,000,000 for the project and it is 
expected th.it the Government of 
the Province of Quebec will offer 
the same amount. Professional or- 
ganizations, church parishes and 
religious institutions have been ap- 
proached by the "Comité de l'Aide 
a l'Université".

Ho hnil been dispatched to the 
seenc of excitement in order to 
get an eye-witness story for the 
Daily and wliile on his way back 
running down Peel Street, he 
slipped and fell, with the result 
of a possible broken ankle. He 
was sent to the Royal Victoria 
Hospital to receive attention. 

All the excitement started at 6.30 
p.m. yesterday when a ten-foot 
water main on the Mountain above 
Peel broke, bursting into the air 
like a great geyser and rolling 
down McTavlsh and Peel carrying 
along with it huge quantities of 
rock and sand. 

Traffic Stopped 
Stan Mann watched the spectacle 

from a ringside seat of an eight- 
foot embanlvmcnt above the scene 
of the flood. The water and the 
roclcs played havoc with the traffic 
along Pine, Peel and McTavlsh. 
Great crowds were attracted to the 
spot and excitement ran high as 
this miniature river rushed into 
the heart of Montreal. Water on 
McTavlsh Street was five inches 
deep at one time and the flood 
reached Sherbrooke up to the Mc- 
Gill gates and to the Berkeley, slow- 
ing up Sherbrooke Street traffic 
considerably.

Dr. Max Kadushin to Deliver 
Opening Ilillel Lecture Today 



Dr. Max Kadushin, noted lec- 
turer and author, will deliver the 
opening address of the McCill Hil- 
lei Lecture Series this evening at 
5 p.m. in liillcl ilousc.--. 3460 Stan- 
ley street. Dr. ICadushin's talk on 
the subject "The Jewish rcligior as ^ 
a Philosophy for the individual", is : 
one of a weekly series open to the 
student body of the university un- 
der the title of "Jewish religion tind 
the Contemporary Scene." 

A graduate of the City College 
of New York and the Jewish Tlieo- 
logical Seminary, from which lie 
received his ordination as Rabbi 
and also his doctorate degree. Dr. 
Kadushin held pulpits in several 
large congregations in both New 
York and Chicago. For eleven 
years he was Hillei director at the 
University of Wisconsin. 

As an author. Dr. Kadushin 
wrote "Organic Thinking," which 
is reputed to be an excellent study 
of the' Rabbinic mind, while In the 
lecture field he has spoken fre- 
quently before university gather- 
ings. As one of America's finest 
scholars of Jewish roligion. l-.c 
brings to his subject a keen ana- 
lysis and understanding of the 
scientific study ot the human mind 
and its thinking processes which 
relate to religion. .

McGill's rniiipus activities— those supported 
by tlic Students' Executive Council— are passing 
tlirougli a period of intense drought.' 

Oyer tiic years, liie student government lias 
«een its many offspring flourish and grow until 
the various campus clubs and group.«, botli in 
quantity and quality, liavc progressed beyond 
the financial frametVOTk in which they were 
born. 

Today, tiicn, the Students' Executive Coun- 
cil, a sincere body of elected representatives, is 
often faced with the distasteful task of inadvert- 
ently curbing the scope of club activity because 
of a lack of financial resources. 

It is, needless to say, a trying and bitter duty 
for them to have to slash the many budgets 
which arc presented by hopeful clubs and 
societies. And more than once there has arisen 
the plaintive suggestion that something must be 
done to alleviate the pressing conditions. 

But so long ns this financial problem exists 
there can be no hope of promoting and encour- 
aging the extensive campus activities tiirnugli 
more generous grant.». 

.\s was liintorl at tlie outset, the problem has 
been brought nbnnt largely because the aclivi- 
ticF thrni-rlvr« hn\T firvrlnprd mil of all pni- 



portiun to the income, or revenue, of the council. 

Jt is truc'that the revenue has increased with 
the larger enrolments during the past few years; 
but this same large enrolment has expanded the 
activities over and above wliat the increased 
revenue could warrant. 

A significant aspect of the problem, we feel, 
lies in the amount which each student contri- 
butes to the treasury of the council. The original 
sum— ten dollars— which the student pays at 
tlie beginning of tiie year, has remained the same 
to tills day despite the fact that in many res- 
pects, the student is being offered more for his 
money now than at any other time. 

It would be difficult to suggest to students 
that this sum merits an increase; it is always 
difficult to suggest increases in expenditure. But 
the fact remains that such an increase — involv- 
ing a comparatively small sum — would go a long 
way in avoiding what now appears to entail 
future intense financial embarrassment on the 
part of the student government.

CRITIQUES OF CRITIC 



MR. EDITOR: 

Mr. Kohos, in his criticism ot Mr. Defauw's per- 
formance o( Beethoven's Ninth Symphony in Plateau 
Hall the other eveninfi, leems to be more interested 
in personal revilification of the honest efforts ot a 
musical conductor than in objective analysis ot the 
merits ot the Symphony as such. Mr. Kohos be|ins 
his article by taking objection in a very superior 
tone, to the mannerism of the conductor. 

This would-bc criticism is really only an in- 
advertent self-criticism, and a doubly damning -one, 
in that, first of all, a conductor's mannerismr. are 
irrelevent to his work, entirely incidental tg^he 
effect they achieve on the members ot his orchWra, 
and secondly. It Mr. Kohos, as he would sQtD to 
wish to imply, had been at the concert for purposes 
of musical appreciation, he would have been too 
intent on listening to the music (preferably with his 
cyei closed) to' note the atfeetations of its conduc- 
tor. 

Instead of critici.iing tiie conductor, Mr. Kohos 
has only succeeded in asserting his superiority to 
the "adolescent women," whom he also found time 
to discover and examine rather minutely during the 
performance. 

As for Mr. Kohos' lelf-styled "metaphor," In 
which he compares the Symphony to a sleeveless, 
pocketless coat which the reader may have possessed 
in the past, it can scarcely be considered a keenly 
penetrating analysis of the production. It succeeds 
only In being, what Mr. Kohos obviously thinks It 
least of all, a piece ot extremely bad literaturel As 
a literary device, it Is not a metaphor at all. but 
a conceit, and that in more ways than one. 

I had a jacket once, in precisely the same 
etate of repair as the one concerning which Mr. 
Kohos questions us, and it resembled something en- 
tirely different from any possible rendition of Beeth- 
oven's Ninth. 

As tor Mr. Kohos' royal "We", which he uses 
throughout; it it is not intended to imply the exist- 
ence of an accomplice, it presumes too much. 

Let us have critics a little less intent on being 
litterateurs, and a little more interested in objective 
analysis; there would then be a great deal more 
artistic criticism, and a great deal less bad litera- 
ture.

For once ... a good western'. . . of the Princess 

"Ramrod" is a high-grade western. That Is to say it has shoot- 
ings and fist-fights, but not too many of them. Also the characters 
are not immediately recognizable as "good guys" and "bad guys" — 
like real people they have both faults and merits. Veronica Lake 
turns in an attractive but rather blatant performance as a self- 
willed vixen who's going to run that ranch come hell or higher 
water. JofI McCrea Is strong, silent, and irreproachably motivated 
throughout. On the whole probably Don Defore is the most con- 
vincing actor in this film— but then he has a part which has char- 
acter instead of just being a "type". 

The plot itself is vastly superior to those of most westerns. 
There arc quite a number of complications that leave you guessing 
as to exactly how it's all going to come out, although the necessity 
of everyone's getting their "Just deserts" rather narrows down the 
possibilities. But Andre do Toth did a pretty good Job ot directing 
on the whole— though personally we should have vastly preferred 
it if Mr. McCrea's horse had been a little less clever. 

Of course there was a second feature— called "Susie Steps Out". 
Susie sings and plays cupid— also practical jokes. The film's best 
point is a well-meant if rather toothless satire ot a high-pressure 
advertising campaign for a bubble-bath.— W. D. M.

Find out Who's Kissing her Now ... at the Capitol 

This film, now in its second week at the Capitol, is the musical 
biography ot Joe Howard, prolific song-writer at the turn ot the 
century. The introduction to the film tells us that Mr. Howard rolled 
like the proverbial stone across the United States, leaving a trail 
of songs behind him. But, unlike the proverbial stone, he gathered 
a cunsidcrablc amount of moss in the shape of women. 

The story reveals to us no new formula for musicals, but 
evaluated as such it Is pleasant and quite acceptable. I Wonder 
Who's Kissing Her Now, Honeymoon and other ot his songs 'have 
not lost their appeal, in spite ot indifferent dance routines, and some 
blatantly obvious voice-dubbing. 

Mark Stevens sings and plays pleasantly as the composer, and 
June Haver makes a hackneyed role quite refreshing.

Jazz Legend

This legend 
is probably based on TeeHee's composition "Side 
Pocket Stomp*'. ScholaritaJp has never been abli 



to establish a valid connection between this com- 
position and thé poolroom legend. 

2) That TeeHee sucks constantly on • marij- 
huana Ju-Jube while playing. 

3) That he overcame bit vocal defect by playing 
with pebbles In hit nouth. Mr. Naylor aupports 
this rather quaint and irresponsible bit ot whimsy. 
doubUess to impress upon us that he has beard ot 
Demosthenes. 

The truth is, every legitimate jazz critic knows 
that Mussell cured his defect by the simple expedient 
of blowing up a drainpipe in a Kansas City freight 
yard two hours a day for 18 months. It doesn't make 
as good a story, but then Mussell had never heard 
ot Demosthenes. Strange how n college education af- 
fects a decent, self-respecting jazz critic like Mr. 
Naylor. Couldn't we take jazz criticism out of the 
self-consciously dim cloisters of the Club Tavern?

Only the privi- 
leged few, whose parents can send 
them to drama school, are capable 
u( public appearance by the time 
they graduate from High School. 
Poise and grace in public do not 
come naluriiUy, as everyone knows. 

Look for the outstanding person- 
ality of any Young People's group, 
and you may be quite certain that 
he or she is the product of good 
training in theatre, dancing or 
singing . . . (also -forms ot theatre) 
as a child. % 

Possibly the reader is not aware 
of what transpires behind the sac- 
red doors ot I children's theatre 
school. Allow me to enlighten him. 
In the average theatre school, the 
child It taught two things ot Im- 
portance and a lot of Incidentals. 
The important things are self-con- 
fidence and poise; the incidentals 
arc acting, singing, dancing, etc. 
Few children carry into adult life 
their ability to "dance like a 
dream," but they do carry them- 
selves with the confidence that was 
developed while they were concen- 
trating on their embryonic desiries 
to entertain.

Francescatti Gives 
Fine_Recital 

In his recital last Thursday, Zino 
Francescatti presented a varied pro- 
gramme ot music from Bach to 

Villa-Lobos. Mr. Francescatti's, un- 
fortunately, was not the only 
"music" to be heard during the 
course ot the evening. There were 
also excited football cheers and an 
airplane engine obbligato. Nothwith- 
standing these Interruptions, Mr. 
Francescatti proved himself the 
master of the occasion. 

The recital opened with a very 
fine performance of the Beethoven 
Sonata Op. 30, No. 3, and continued 
with the Saint Sacns Concerto No. 
3. The violinist made the most of 
what there was to thia virtuoso 
work. Mr. Balsam, hit accompanist, 
was hard put to till In the not In- 
considerable piano arrangement ot 
the orchestra. However, as well as 
he did his work, he was unable to 
double for i full orchestra and the 
concerto sounded the Inconsequen- 
tial work it is. 

By far the best playing came in 
the Bach unaccompanied Sonata ip 
A minor. Here Mr, Francescatti re- 
ceived strong competition from the 
acoustics ot the hall. Perhaps the 
most exciting playing ot the even- 
ing was heard in the tremendous 
Fugue which is the second move- 
ment of the sonata. The rccitalisl 
showed how completely he is a 
master of the intricacies of the 
Bach style. The entire wor re- 
ceived a magnificent if emotionless 
projection. 

In the usual end ot the pro- 
gramme "filler" Mr. Francescatti. 
displayed his virtuoso abilities, and 
his small but intensely penetrating 
voice to good advantage. Mr. Bal- 
sam provided suitable, subtle ac- 
companiments that were in every 
way as fine as any ever heard here 
In Montreal. Rather than an accom- 
panist, he was the soloist's co-work- 
er. — J. S.
